The  equivalency  controversy  was 
fueled  this  week  by  the  administra- 
tion at  I.U.  A  memorandum  with  the 
official  cancellation  of  the  English 
equivalent  courses  contained  a 
surprise  1  hat  involved  both  schools. 

The  problem  began  on  April  3,  1974, 
when  Ralph  E.  Broyles,  chancellor  of 
Indiana  here,  issued  a  memorandum 
to  Dr.  David  Skelton  of  the  registrar's 
office.  The  memo,  given  to  the 
i  iinniuinieiitor  by  the  chancellor's 
office,  said  "Will  you  please  take 
s^eps  to  see  that  Indiana  University 
does  not  autlimi/e  (emphasis  theirs l 
implementation  of  the  following 
equivalencies  at  this  time."  Those 
courses  to  be  cancelled  included 
previously  announced  English  cours- 
es and  equivalencies  in  business  and 
economics  for  I.U.  and  industrial 
management  for  Purdue. 

Roger  J  Manges,  dean  and  director 
of  the  Purdue  administration,  early 
this  week  met  with  Broyles  to  resolve 
the  differences  between  the  two 
schools  and  have  the  equivalencies 
implemented  in  lime  for  the  summer 
and  fall  semesters.  The  negotiations 
apparently  ended  with  nothing 
changed  as  far  as  the  I.U.  adminis- 
tration was  concerned. 

Magnes  then  talked  with  Skelton 
and  told  the  registrar  that  he  was  to 
register  the  courses  as  the  original 
agreement  indicates,  which  is  eur- 
renily  being  done. 

Broyles  said  that  the  problem  was 
aquestion  of  muti-lateral  establish- 
ment of  the  equivalencies.  He  stated 
that  Purdue  did  not  include  the  I.U.

"The  major  problem  with  the 
equivalencies  at  this  campus," 
according  to  Gilbert,  "is  that  when 
the  two  sehools  agreed  that  one  school 
would  have  one  academic  mission 
They  also  said  that  it  would  furnish  to 
the  other  school  classes  in  the  area  of 
it's  mission."  Thus  Purdue  wanted  to 
offer  courses  in  business  and 
economics  to  their  students  who 
planned  to  transfer  to  the  main 
campus  to  complete  their  degree 
work  and  asked  the  I.U.  department 
to  furnish  them, 

Gilbert  did  not  feel  that  the 
budgetary  problems  uutlined  by  the 
I.U.  administration  were  of  much 
consequence. 

"There  are  two  basic  kinds  of 
equivalencies  according  to  the  mis- 
sion agreement,"  said  Gilbert.  "One 
kind  is  when  students  of  both  schools 
would  lake  from  both  faculties,  such 
as  the  English  equivalencies.  The 
second  kind  is  when  one  school  takes 
from  the  other  with  no  students  from 
the  other  involved."  The  industrial 
management  courses  fall  into  the 
latter  category. 

Under  the  equivalency  agreement, 
I.U.  would  furnish  faculty  for  the 
equivanlent  courses.  Purdue  would 
then  transfer  )o  I.U.  the  entire  $20  (Hi 


enrollment  fee  and  pay  the  student's

Gilbert  denied  Broyles'  charges 
mat  P.U.  did  not  consul!  with  the  I.U. 
administration.  Richard  L.  Desmond, 
dean  of  faculties  of  I.U.  here,  sent  a 
memorandum  to  Gilbert  on  October  9, 
1973,  recounting  a  paper  presented  by 
Stonebarger  and  Hill  setting  out 
which  courses  were  to  be  considered 
equivalent  The  memo  indicated  that 
I.U.  would  grant  the  equivalencies 
effective  next  year. 

According  to  Stonebarger  and  Hill, 
the  equivalencies  were  set-up  mainly 
as  a  convience  to  students  at 
registration  lime  Even  under  the  old 
eoiidil  ions.

Luther  Thomas  was  born  in 
Alexander  City.  Alabama  in  1890.  He 
started  working  at  seven  years  of  age 
and  he  hasn't  slopped  yet,  While 
growing  up  in  the  south,  "he  held  an 
assortment  of  jobs  from  picking 
cotton  to  cooking  for  one  of 
Hinmnnliams  leading  hotels. 

He  moved  his  family  to  Cleveland 
hoping  for  more  educational  and 
economic  opportunities  Once  he  was 
situated,  he  quickly  realized  that  even 
in  the  north  opportunities  for  the 
black  man  were  severely  limited. 

He  was  hired  by  a  building  firm 
and  for  47  years  he  was  one  of  their 
most  valued  employees  In  those  47 
years  he  was  never  absent  and  never 
'ate  His  employers  had  a  great  deal 
of  respect  for  such  an  industrious 
Negro  Upon  his  retirement,  he  was 
presented  with  a  check  for  four  weeks 
salary  and  a  pat  on  the  back 
Generous,  wouldn't  you  say''  The  only 


iron  will.  He  always  boasted  of  never 
being  sick  a  day  in  his  life.  One  day  I 
came  outside  to  find  him  stooped 
over.  He  couldn't  hear  me  talking 
because  the  power  mower  was  on.  I 
happened  to  look  down  and  the  top  of 
his  shoe  was  gone  and  so  were  two 
toes.  It  seemed  he  had  gotten  his  foot 
caught  in  the  lawn  mower.  I  was 
absolutely  frantic  and  anxious  to  get 
him  to  the  hospital.  He  stood  in  that 
very  spot  ignoring  the  pain  and  the 
blood,  and  informed  me  that  he  had 
never  been  to  a  hospital  and  he  wasn't 
about  to  let  a  little  cut  send  him! 
Unfortunately  foi  him.  I  had  inherited 
some  of  that  stubborness,  so  his 
record  was  spoiled.
